It was disclosed that manufactur- 
ing concerns selling such equipemnt 
to the Government have made 4 
ommon practice of hiring officers 
ray from the army and navy and 
paying them large salaries. 
This was a high light in a new 
story of fabulous profits made from 
Government air-mail contratcs and 
from the sale of equipment to the 
Government. The witness was Wil- 
liam E. Boeing, chairman of the 
bard of United Aircraft and 
Transport Co., a holding company 
controlling many . manufacturing 
and operating companies. 

Elderly and frail, the witness 
made heavy going of it, and ap- 
peared acutely unhappy. 

The evidence showed that, in re- 
turn for an original investment of 
less than $500,000, Boeing received 
stock which reached a value of 
@1,528,000, much of which was un- 
Taded on the public at near-peak 
prices. Virtually all of it was based 
on the company’s ability to obtain 
mail contracts and to sell equip- 
ment to the Army and Navy during 
the Hoover administration. 

It was disclosed that, in 1931, 
after payment of all salaries and 
Lonuses—~and some of these were 
enormous—the company’s profit on 
planes sold to the Army was 43 per 
cent, and its profit on spare parts 
for army pursuit planes was 99 per 
cent.

FREE CITY OF DANZIG, Feb. 
6.—Danzig went National Socialist 
today when the Nazi-dominated 
Senate appointed a State Commis- 
sioner to take over the functions of 
the City Council.

The Danzig Council is 
not composed of members gvho 
guarantee the execution of the nec- 
essary measures for compassing the 
desires of the State and the peo- 
ple.” 

Danzig is at the “bottle neck” of 
Pomorze, the narrow strip of land 
by which Poland divides Prussia. 


FORD WORKERS AT DETROIT 
GET 10 PCT. PAY INCREASE 


20,000 Production Men Affected; 
Rises Later at Branch 
Plants.

DETROIT, Feb. 6—The Ford 
Motor Co. announced today that 
wages of 20,000 production men in 
the Detroit area had been increased 
10 per cent, representing upward 
adjustments that are to be extend- 
ed to branch production men and 
will amount to $250,000 a month. 

The increases, it was explained, 
are in line with a conviction of 
Henry Ford that “every wage in- 
crease helps the country.” 

The January payroll of the Ford 
company was $7,500,000, a state- 
ment said. Ford wages in the De- 
troit area now range from $4 to 
$8.50 a day in the shops.

A 
bullet had entered the right side of 
his head and passed out below the 
left ear. The spent bullet was on 
the floor near the body, but no wea- 
pon was found. 

Frank's story, as police related 
it, was that he fired in self-defense. 
He said Smith had threatened to 
shoot him, and had obtained a Te- 
volver from the suitcase. Frank 
said the revolver was orie he had 
given Smith some time ago. 

Says Both Were Drunk. 

“T hated to do it,” Frank said to 
a reporter after Fe had signed a 
statement for police. “If we hadn't 
been drunk this never would uave 
happened. He was my best friend. “

Revolver In Frank’s Home. 


The weapon with which Smith 
was killed, a .3§ caliber revolver, 
was found in a phonograph cabi- 
net at Frank’s home several hours 
after the shooting, by police. Frank 
at first told them he had found 
Smith dead a few minutes before 
police arrived at Smith’s flat, and 
that he had taken charge of the 
revolver “so that nobody else would 
get shot.” When he found it, he 
said, it was lying beside Smith's 
body. 

Later Frank was questioned by 
Detective Lieut. Leonard Murphy 
and Detective Sergt. Emmett Mor- 
rison. It was then, police said, that 
he admitted the shooting. 


Threw Away Shell. 


After’ the shooting, they quoted 
Frank as saying, he went to his 
own home and hid the revolver. 
Five cartridges were found there 
with the weapon, the chamber of 
which holds six bullets. Frank said 
he had thrown the empty shell of 
the sixth down a sewer on his way 
home. 

Mrs. Cora Smith, asleep in an- 
other room of the four-room flat, 
when police arrived there to find 
Smith dead, was aroused, but said 
she had not heard the shots and 
knew nothing of what had oc- 
curred. She is the wife of Smith’s 
nephew. 

Mrs. Smith said she had returned 
to the house about midnight after 
spending part of the evening in a; 
tavern in the neighborhood, and 
that Smith, who was alone, had 
asked her to light his pipe. She 
had’ declined, she said, and Smith 
had told her: “You had better do 
it, it may be the last time you wil! 
have a chance.”

Former Manager of Cuban 
Gardens Testifies to In- 
come: at Tax Trial of 
Pendergast, Aid. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.— 
Arthur E. McNamee, former man- 
ager of Cuban Gardens in Clay 
County, today testified that in six 
months of operation John Lazia had 
received more in profits than the 
$19,000 he originally invested in the 
night club and gambling place. 

Lazia, Democratic political leader 
and lieutenant of the Democratic 
boss, T. J. Pendergast, is on trial 
on charges of evading payment of 
income tax in 1929 and 1930. The 
Cuban Gardens place was opened 
in 1929 and closed on New Year's 
day, 1931. 

Testimony that protection for 
gambling at the Cuban Gardens 
cost $500 a week was given by Tim 
Crummett, former employe of the 
night club. 

“What were your duties at Cuban 
Gardens?” William L. Vandeventer, 
prosecutor, asked Crummett. ‘ . 

“To take care of local officers in 
my county,” the witness replied. 

An immediate objection by Frank 
P. Walsh, counsel for Lazia, was 
sustained, and no indication was 
made by Crummett'as to which of- 
ficers he referred or what he meant. 

On Percentage Basis. 

Crummett testified he worked on 
a percentage basis—“25 per cent of 
the profits.” 

“How miich did you receive as 
your pergentage?” Vandeventer 
asked. , 

“Sometimes,” Crummett replied, 
“my check was for , $1000, $1500 
and sometimes as high as $3000.” 

Mrs. Virginia L. McCune, Lazia’s 
mother-in-law, testified she had giv- 
en Lazia authority to use her name 
in the handling of the property. It 
was brought out that originally she 
owned the real estate. 

Called “Fix” Too High. 

“Did you ever talk to Lazia or 
hear McNamee talk to him about 
the game at Cuban Gardens?” Van- 
deventer asked Crummett. 

“The only time I ever saw Lazia 
there,” Crummett replied, “was 
once, when he said to McNamee 
that ‘the fix over there is too High 
and I want to pull out.’” 

“What was meant by fix?” Van- 
deventer asked. 

“Taking care of the Sheriff and 
the Prosecutor so the game could 
run,” Crummett answered. 

“How much was required?” Van- 
deventer asked. 

“Five hundred dollars a week,” 
Crummett said. . 

At this point defense counsel ob- 
jected and nothing more was said 
about the officials. 

Evidence in the form of a cash- 
ier’s check for $12,000 designed to 
show Lazia sold an interest in a 
dog-racing track here, was intro- 
duced. 

The check was drawn on the Cit- 
izens’ Trust and Savings Bank, Chi- 
cago, dated Sept. 18, 1928, and made 
payable to Lazie. W. L. Vandeven- 
ter, special Assistant Attorney.Gen- 
eral, brought out that it was in part 
payment by the Electric Hulding 
Co. of Chicago to Lazia for an in: 
terest in the track, in Clay County. 

John R. Woodrow of Chicagy, for- 
mer secretary-treasurer of the -om 
pany, testified it held about 80 per 
cent interest in the track property, 
except in the land itself. He said 
an original payment for 40 per cent 
of the track was $20,000, and an ad- 
ditional payment of $12,000- was 
made, 

On cross-examina‘ion by Waish, 
Woodrow testified that from the 
time the track opened until it was 
closed by court injunction, the loss 
on the operation éxceeded $20,100. 

Lazia is charged with evading 
payment on income taxes in 1929 
and 1930. Most of the checks and 
drafts introduced today bore 1928 
dates. . Vandeventer explained, 
when the defense objected, that it 
was his purpose to connect them ul- 
timately with the Lazia income. 


Vandeventer produced a draft 
for $5000 on tHe Citizens’ Trust 
& Savings Bank of Chicafo, dated 
March 12, 1928, and made payable 
to A. L. Spindler and J. H. Ellis: 
Woodrow said these men were as- 
sociated with him in the company. 

Vandeventer charged in his open- 
ing statement late yesterday that 
Lazia had an income of $105,000 in 
1929 and 1930 on which he paid no 
taxes or made no return. He said 
this income .was four-fold and list- 
ed the sources as a dog racing 
track, a night. club and gambling 
place, dividends from a motor com- 
pany. and interest on certificates of 
} deposit from a bank here. 

David Nolan, special agent in the 
Internal Revenue Department who 
investigated the “case, . testified 
Lazia told him his gambling losses 
on horse races exceeded his income 
for the years in question.

Selection of a ury to try Louis 
Colone, Collinsville former police- 
man and deputy sheriff, on a mur- 
der charge in the shooting of Dan

after Colone’s motion for a con- 
tinuance had been denied. : 

A severance was granted in the 
case of George Keulks, Illinois 
State highway patrolman now un- 
der suspension. Kéulles, compan- 
ion of Colone in a warrantless raid 
on Maddelin’s home at Collinsville 
at, the time Maddeline was killed, 
was indicted as an accessory. A 
new date for his trial has not been 
set, 

Keulks, whose testimony at the 
Coroner’s inquest exonerated Co- 
lone, gave a markedly different ac- 
count of the killing to his depart- 
ment, M. Lester Geers, State’s At- 
torney of Madison County, disclosed 
late yesterday in opposing the mo- 
tions of the defense. . 

Geers also disclosed that he had 
eceived two long-distance telephone 
cdlls from the State capital, in 
which he was informed that prnse- 
cution of, the patrolman would p’ace 
the Attorney’General’s office und 
the highway patrol “in an awkward 
position.” 

Keulks’ Story at Inquest. 

As has been related, Keulks and 
Colone, with other officers, went 
to the home of Maddeline to search 
for machine-gunners who had rid- 
dled Colone’s saloon in Collinsville 
with machine-gun bullets an hour 
earlier. Maddeline also owned a 
bar and Colone .suspected that 
friends of his competitor had fired 
the shots, which wrecked the place 
and wounded .Colone’s brother, 
James; in the arm. 

State Highway Patrolman Keulks 
testified at the inquest that he and 
Colone went into Maddeline’s bed- 
room and there they saw beside the 
bed a flower stand with three weap- 
ons on it—a .45-caliber automatic 
pistol, a 38caliber revolver and a 
double-barrelled pistol-grip sawed- 
off shotgun. Maddeline was stand- 
ing thrée or four feet from the 
stand and Colone was slightly near- 
er, so that the space between them 
was six or seven feet, Keulks swore. 

Keulks turned away, he con- 
tinued, and as ‘he did so Colone 
fired two shots, about a second 
apart, whereupon Keulks wheeled 
around to see Maddeline falling 
back. Maddeline at that time, he 
said, was a foot or a foot and a half 
from the stand, “and had evidently 
moved toward the guns.” 


Another Version of Killing. 


Geers set forth these facts in a 
courter-affidavit to Colone’s plea 
for a separate trial and then went 
on to relate that Keulks had told 
him, in two subsequent conversa- 
tions, and had reported to a ser- 
geant of the highway police, de 
tached on special investigating duty 
for Gov. Horner, that the circum- 
stances were as follows: 

Maddeline admitted them to the 
house and after a moment he and 
his wife, who was not dressed, fol- 
lowed Keulks and Colone into the 
bedroom. The wife,.Mrs. Margaret 
Matideline, picked up a dress and 
started for the door gnd Keulks 
saw her no more, as the room was 
dark, illuminated only by the mov- 
ing rays of Keulks’ flashlight. 

lone then said, “Look at this, 
what' I found,” and exhibited the 
45, the .38 and the sawed-off shot- 
gun, which he held in his. hands. 
Keulks asked Maddeline why he 
had them in the house and Madde- 
line replied: “George, I am in busi- 
ness and I keep a lot of money in 
the house. Why haven’t I got 4 
right to keep the guns in my house 
for my protection?” 

At that time Maddeline was 
standing some distance away. 
Keulks turned toward the bedroom 
door without answering, and as he 
did so, Colone fired. The shot 
burned Keulks’ right forearm, as he 
had his sleeves rolled up. Keulks 
jumped away, turned and saw Mad- 
deline stumbling and falling. Keulks 
started ‘toward the door and had 
taken a step or two when there was 
| another shot. The shots were not. 
in rapid succession. 

Colone’s explanation, Keulks re- 
lated, was that “The —— reached 
for the gun and Let him have it or 
he would have got both of us. He 
was just waiting for a chance.”

Judges Relieved 
Of Dry Law Prosecutions 


at Ending 


During 13 Years Federal Courtrooms. in St. 


‘Louis Often Were Crowded With Boot- 


cutions and, incidentally, finally re- 
stored to Federal district courts a 
dignity long sunk in a bog of buot- 
leggers and tarnished with the at- 
mosphere of police courts. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Judge Faris declined to 
comment on the décision, but it was 
noted that as he contemplates the 
future docket free of liquor, cases 
there were no tears in his eyes. 
Judge Davis said that undouttedly 
Federal Judges throughout the 
country were relieved at having the 
prohibition slate wiped clean. 

Within a year or so after the 
first liquor prosecutions were verun 
in the latter part of 1919, the Fed- 
eral courts, faced with a muss of 
routine and their dockets swollen 
out of proportion, had become vir- 
tual police courts, where bootieg- 
gers paraded pleas of guilty. 

In the 13 years of prohibition 
there were more than 10,000 iiquor 
prosecutions in the Eastern District 
of Missouri, and arrests and ar- 
raignmerts greatly exceeded that 
number. Fines imposed in the dis- 
trict totaled $2,581,323, of which 
about $1,312,000 was collected. Th? 
difference was accounted for chifly 
by the large number of violators 
who said they were unable to pay 
fines, and, after serving 30 days in 
jail, filed a pauper’s oath. 

Enforcement Unit Formed. 

When prohibition first became ef- 
fective in January, 1919, a group of 
narcotic agents was organized into 
an enforcement unit, headed by 
Frank T. Digges, who shot and 
killed himself accidentally last year 
at his home in Glasgow, Mo., and 
included David Nolan, now an ex- 
ecutive of the intelligence unit of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, and 
Jack Tully, now in charge of the 
local office of the Narcotic Bureau.

PTY DEFICIT INDICATED 


$3,428,000 Must Be Collected 
in Three Months to 
Balance Budget. 


Budget figures for the nine 
months ending Jan. 9, submitted 
today by Comptroller Nolte to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, show that the city is likely 
to have a six-figure deficit at the 
end of the fiscal year 1933-34 in 
April. The deficit, it is estimated, 
may be less than $200,000, and it 


$300,000. The deficit last April was 
$1,175,000. 
The 1933-34 budget was based on 
estimated revenue of $18,461,960. 
Collections for the nine montls up 
to Jan. 9 were $16,088,091, and sup- 
plemental appropriations are $i,- 
053,000. These figures show that it 
is necessary to collect, in the last 
three months of the fiscal year, $3,- 
426,869. 
In the same three-month period 
of 1933, receipts were $2,819,464, and 
reversions at the year-end were 
about $500,000. If receipts and re- 
versions this year should equal 
those of last year, the deficit would 
be about $107,000. 
Because receipts and reversions 
are not likely to be so great be- 
tween Jan. 9 and April 9, 1934, as 
for the same three months in 1933, 
the deficit is expected to be larger 
than $107,000; how mruch larger, is 
matter for speculation. It will not, 
however, be one-half so great, and 
probably not one-third so great, as 
the $1,175,000 deficit with which 
the city began the fiscal year. 
Comparative Receipts. 
For the first nine months of 
1933-34, current tax receipts were 
$9,428,587, compared with $10,664,- 
072 in the first nine months of 
1932-33. But for the same period 
the back taxes paid were $3,370,763 
this year, compared’ with $1,702,184 
last year. 
Becrease in Revenue. 

The payment of back taxes was 
stimulated, in the past year, by leg- 
islation removing the penalties for 
delinquency, when payment was 
made within a certain period. 
Total municipal revenue receipts 
for the niné months ending Jan. ¥ 
were $16,088,090, compared with $16, 
199,789 for the same nine months of 
the previous year. . However, the 
item of Municipal Bridge tolls, 
which yielded $366,092 in 1032-33, is 
not counted in municipal revenue 
for 1933-34, as.the proceeds of the 
bridge are now applied to paying 
off the relief bond issue. 

Grouping of Expenditures. 
,Grouping municipal expenditures 
under 24 heads, the compaxison 
shows an increase in seven items 
for 1933-34 over 1932-33, and u de- 
crease in 17 items. The increases are 
in the chief executive offices, wnich 
in the first nine months of this fis- 
cal year spent $100,416, or $2748

Escaped Convict Admits Tak- 
ing Part in Three Bank ~ 
Holdups. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6.— A 
man identified by police as Wil 
liam Sutton, 33 years old, who 
sawed his way from the New York 
State prison in 1931, was caught in 


a raid on An apartment in West- 
ern Philadelphia last night. De- 
tective Captain James Malone said 
he admitted participation in three 
bank holdups since his escape. 

More than $44,000 was obtained in 
two of the holdups, one in New 
York and one in Philadelphia. The 
first, at the local bank robbed 
later, failed when a watchman re- 
leased tear gas. 

In Sutton’s apartment police 
found: Mrs. Jean Courtney, 20, who 
is being detained for questioning; 
@ submachine gun, tear gas gun, 
five pistols and ammunition; a 
New York policeman’s uniform, 
such as was used im, the $23,835 
robbery of the Corn Exchange 
Bank, New York, last July; a mes- 
senger’s uniform, like that used in 
the first holdup of the West Phil- 
adelphia branch of the Corn Ex- 
change National Bank & Trust Co. 
a year ago, and $8500 in cash, much 
of it alleged to have been in the 

k wrappers which were around 
it when it was stolen. 

Two days ago New York police 
seriously wounded and captured 
Edward Wilson, whose handwrit- 
ing on a registration card was 
found to be similar to that on the 
scrap of paper left in the New 
York bank. Arresting Joseph Per- 
lanzo in Brooklyn, they followed 
the trail to the apartment where 
Sutton was caught. 

Sutton had been sent to Sing 
Sing as a result of a $100,000 jew- 
elry store robbery in New York 
in 1930.

Lottery Candy-Selling Scheme 
To Catch Children’s Pennies 
Held Against Public Policy 


U. S. Supreme Court 


Rules Out “Take and 


Break” System With Some Free Pieces 
or With Varying Prices Concealed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6. — The 


United, States Supreme Court has 
extended its powerful arm to guard 
children from gambling when they 


spend their pennies for small can- 
dies. 

In a seven-page decision yester- 
day, given by Justice Stone, the 
court upheld the action of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commiission in forbid- 
ding ‘as an “unfair practice” the 
sale in interstate commerce of R. F. 
Keppler & Brother, Inc., of “break 
and take” »vackages of candy in 
competition with manufacturers of 
“straight goods” candy. The Kep- 
pler company had appealed the de- 
cision of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission’ to the Third Federa: Cir- 
cuit Court, which reversed the 
commission. The Supreme Court 
reversed the lower court. 


‘How the Scheme Works. 

“Break and take” packages cf 
candies contained either cash prizes 
of a penny, which means that the 
child gets that piece of candy for 
nothing, or concealed the price of 
the candy within the wrappers, 
which means that the child does 
not know until he opens it whether 
he will have to pay one, two or 
three cents for the purchase. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the 
findings of the commission that his 
form of distribution was a lottery, 
or gambling device, and that chil- 
dren, enticed by the element o1 
chance, purchased this kind of 
candy in preference to “straight 
goods” caniy with which there 
were no cash prizes or lottery 
chances. 

Sales of the “take and break” 
packages by the Keppler company 
amounted to about $234,000 a year, 
the Supreme Court opinion said, 
and the practice is now carried on 
by 40 or more other manufacturers. 
The court’s decision will permit the 
Trade Commission to proceed 
against a lerge number of candy 
manufacturers engaged in inter- 
state commerce in this form of sale. 


A Matter of Public Concern. 


Perhaps because of the senti- 
mental nature of the case, the Su- 
preme Court went further than 
usual in its defense of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act, holding in 
effect, that the common law defini- 
tion of an “unfair practice” was not 
comprehensive enough for many 
complaints by competitors, and as- 
serting that a practice so generally 
fused as the “take and break” de- 
vice was of public concern. 

“Although the method of compe- 
tition adopted by respondent,” said 
Justice Stone, “induces children, too 
young to be capable of exercising 


transaction, to purchase an article 
less desirable in point of quality or 
quantity than that offered at a 
comparable price in the ‘straight 
goods’ package, we may take it 
that it does not involve any fraud 
or deception. It would seem also 
that competing manufacturers can 
adopt the ‘take and break’ device 
at any time- and thus maintain 
their competitive status. From these 
premises respondent argues that the 
practice is beyond the reach of the 
commission because it does not fall 
within any of the classes which this 
Court has held subject to the com- 
mission’s prohibition.” 

Here the opinion cited the cases 


an intelligent judgment of the)’ 


in which the Supreme Court had 
reversed the commission. 

“But,” the opinion continued, “we 
cannot say that the commission's 
jurisdiction extends only to those 
types of practices which happén to 
have been litigated before this 
Court. 

“The argument that a method 
used by one competitcr is not un- 
fair if others may adopt it without 
any restrictions of competition be- 
tween them was rejected by fhis 
Court in Federal Trade Commis- 
sion vs. Winsted Hosiery Co., 258 
U. S. 483. There it was specifically 
held that a trader may not, by pur- 
suing a dishonest practice, force 
his competitors to choose between 
its adoption or the loss of their. 
trade. A method of competition 
which casts upon one’s competitors 
the burden of: the luss of business 
unless they will descend to a prac- 
tice which they are under a power- 
ful moral compulsion not to adopt, 
even though it is not criminal, was 
to involve the kind of unfairness at 
which the statute was aimed. 

“The practice in this case pre- 
sents the same dilemma to com- 
petitors, and we can perceive no 
reason for distinguishing between 
the element of chance as employed 
here and the element’ of deception 
involved in labeling cotton goods 
‘natural wool,’ as in the sted 
case. 

Not a Case of Censoring Morals. 

“It is true that the statute does 
pot authorize regulation which has 
no purpose other than that of re- 
lieving merchants from _ trouble- 
some competition or of censoring 
the morals of business men. But 
here the competitive method is 
shown to exploit consumers, chil- 
dren, who are unable to protect 
themselves. It employs a device 
whereby the amount of the return 
they receive from the expenditure 
of money is made to depend upon 
chance. Such devices have met 
with condemnation throughout the 
community. Without inquiring 
whether, as respondent contends, 
the criminal statutes imposing 
penalties on gambling lotteries and 
the like, fail to reach this particu- 
lar practice in most or any of the 
states, it is clear that the practice 
is of the sort which the common 
law and criminal statutes have long 
deemed contrary to public policv. 

“For these reasons a large share 
of the industry holds out against 
the device, despite ensuing loss in 
trade, or bows reluctantly to what 
it brands as unscrupulous. It seems 
a gross perversion of the normal 
meaning of the word, which is the 
first criterion of statutory con- 
struction to hold that the method 
is not unfair’.” 

Ruling on This One Case Only. 

The Court took particular pains 
in its conclusion to indicate that 
the opinion covered a special case. 

“It is unmmecessary,” the final 
paragraph said, “to attempt a com- 
prehensive definition of unfair 
methods which are banned, even if 
it were possible to do so. We do 
not intimate either that the statute 
does not authorize the prohibition 
of other and hitherto unknown 
methods of competition, or, on the 
other hand, that the commission 
may prohibit every unethical prac- 
tice regardless of its particular 
character or consequences. New or 
different practices must be consid- 
ered as they arise in the light of 
the circumstances in which they 
are employed.”

ROOSEVELT TO ADJUDICATE 
PERUVIAN-ECUADORIAN DISPUTE 


— Arbitration Agreement 
in Controversy by Two Nations 
. Over Frontier.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt arranged today with 


the representatives of Peru and 
Ecuador to adjudicate the dispute 
over their common frontier. 

Mr. Roosevelt announced the plan 
to have delegatibns from the two 
countries come here following a 
conference at the White House 
with Ambassador Freyre y Santan- 
der of Peru and Capt. Alfaro of 
the Ecuadorian Legation. In an- 
nouncing the arbitration agreement 
the President stated he hoped it 
would lead to settlements of other 
frontier disputes in South America, 
including the armed conflict be— 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay over 
the Chaco. 

“It would be a cause of the great- 
est rejoicing to friends of peace 
throughout the world,” said the 
President in a formal statement,

peaceful methods of adjustment.”

Following the capture of the 
school the women rang the bells 
of the chapel causing alarm among 
residents.

SWALD SPENGLER, a would-be 

philosopher and a narrow-minded 
German National Socialist, tells us in his 
article, “Our Fateful Age,” (published in 
the American Mercury and reprinted in 
the Post-Dispatch), that “we live in a 
mighty age, the greatest that Western 
civilization has ever known or will know. 
It corresponds to the age filuminated by 
the names of Hannibal, Scipio, etc.” 

How an age can be called great because 
it was “illuminated” by the names of Han- 
nibal and Scipio only a German Nazi tnay 
know; but that our “mighty” age is the 
greatest that Western civilization will 
know is a prophecy—and prophets before 
Spengler have passed away. 

He tells us further that “the forin of 
the world is being remolded froin its 
foundations, regardless of the desire of 
‘the majority’ or of the number of vic- 
tims demanded by every such decision.” 
He naively asks: “But who understands 
this? Who is facing it? Does one of us 
consider himself lucky to be there to see 
it? The age is mighty, but all the more 
diminutive are the people in it.” 

Isn’t it a conjurer’s trick to make the 
age “mighty” and the people in it ali the 
more “diminutive”? .Do not the people 
make the age? Can it be that Mr. Speng- 
ler has evolved a new system of phil- 
osophy.in which he considers the’ faze” 
as a separate and distinct being that be- 
comes mighty from the empty space? Or 
does he mean to say that the German: 
‘Nazis made the age mighty and the 
people in it diminutive? Then why the 
semi-veiled questions, “But who under- 
stands this, etc.?” Every American urhin 
will tell him, “Why, the Nazis understand 
this; they are facing it, and consider 
themselvés lucky to be there to see it.” 

Isn’t it rather likely that the Nuzis 
see our age mighty yellow because they 
Jook at it with jaundiced eyes? 

Had Germany been victorious in the 
World War, our age would have been to 
Spengler even superlatively mighty. Nicht 
wahr? 

Spengler tries to imitate Friedcich 
Nietzsche and only succeeds in imitating 
Gottlieb Fichte, the champion of the Ger- 
mad philosophical copy-cats, In his “gi- 
*gantic” work, “The Decline of the West,” 
he adds materially to the super-aburdant 
muddle of human history and meta- 
physics.

A Plea for Special Delivery Messengers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


WISH to commend you on your fine. 


editorial, “Plight of the Postal Substi- 
tutes,” and at the same time remind you 
that there iseanother class of postoffice 
employes equally deserving of your solici- 
tude—the special delivery messengers. 

Performing a service described by a 
former high official of the department as 
“the most important in the department,” 
we are yet denied civil service status, 
and though we have men among us with 
as many as 20 years of faithful service, 
we are still all classed as temporary em- 
ployes, removable at any time. Our ex- 
clusion from civil service deprives us 
also of vacations, sick leave and eventual 
retirement benefits, which all other post- 
office employes enjoy. 

We are compensated on a purely fee 
basis, and though the depressian has 
caused a falling off of more than 50 per 
cent in our business, still it was thought 
necessary to include us in the 15 per cent 
cut. We are given no allowance or ex- 
emption for the considerable expense of 
maintaining our automobiles,. When we 
sought a remittance of the Federal tax 
on our gasoline, used in performing a 
Government service, we were denied this, 
because we were “not Federal employes 
in this sense.”

“THE HARRISON LAW’S FAILURE. 


‘In the past few years, we have repeatedly called at 
tention to the tragic failure of the Harrisoh Norcotic 
Law, passed in 1914. Its history repeats the history 
of national prohibition, namely, aggravation of the 
condition which the law was supposed to cure. Be- 
cause of the secretive habits of drug users, however, 
and other factors, the public is not well informed of 
the Harrison law’s consequencés. : 

While no accurate poll can be taken, it is estimated 
that drug-using has increased tenfold since the Har- 
rison law was passed. President Hoover. pointed out 
that the law contributes 33 1-3 per cent of our Fed. 
eral prison population. Unlike the dry law, which af- 
fected. only bootleggers, the narcotic law makes liable 
to. imprisonment both peddlers and addicts. It oper- 
ates under the mistaken theory that imprisonment 
is a cure for addiction, ignoring the fact that there 
is hardly a prison or jail in the country without an 
organized drug ring, which sells to inmates. The 
recent expose at Welfare Island, New York City, is 
typical of the general condition. 

Dope smuggling is one of our large industries. 
Cocaine and morphine turned out in foreign factories 
enter the United States by the ton, despite all ef- 
forts. to keep them out. The profits are enormous. 
Whereas the normal price is about $15 an ounce, 
drugs are retailed to addicts at $1 a grain, or $437.50 
an ounce. There is thus an incentive to peddlers, 
not only to keep their old customers supplied, but 
to encourage new addiction. In this business, cus- 
tomers, unless they are hauled to prison, are perma- 
nent ones. They have to have the drug. 

There is a widespread belief that drug addiction 

and crime are synonymous. This is true only in a 
sense. Drug addiction itself is a disease. When an 
addict is deprived of a supply, he suffers excruciating 
physical agony which causes him to go to any length 
to provide the remedy. That is why the characteris- 
tic crime of drug addiction is thievery and why the 
Harrison law, vastly increasing the retail price of 
drugs, acts as an encouragement to crime. 
- There are numerous examples in history of distin- 
guished men who were drug addicts. Thomas De 
Quincey, the great English writer, was one, as was 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge. Albrecht von Haller, Swiss 
anatomist and psychologist, considered the finest 
medical mind of the eighteenth century, used opium 
in large doses for many years before he died. These 
and thousands of other cases which might be cited 
show that, despite the deplorable effects of addiction, 
it is not in itself conducive to crime. 

In a pamphlet just issued by the International 
White Cross, a league devoted to abolition of the Har- 
rison law, is cited the interesting experiment of Ja- 
pan upon the Chinese population of Formosa. When 
the island was ceded to Japan in 1895, it was found 
that 6.3 per cent of the population of 3,700,000, or 
233,100, were opium smokers or eaters. Taking a 
realistic view of the situation, and knowing that 
there is no cure for drug addiction, the Japanese li- 
censed habitual users and prohibited sales to others. 
By 1929, the number of addicts had decreased to 23,845 
by deaths from old age and other causes, lack of il- 
licit traffic and of new addicts. Formosa is now freer 
from the drug curse, aside from: Japan proper, than 
any other part of the Orient. 

The Harrison law has cost many millions of dol- 
lars, directly and indirectly. For enforcement that 
does not enforce, $32,000,000 has been spent, in addi- 
tion to costs of state and municipal enforcement, 
transpostation and maintenance of peddlers and ad- 
dicts in jails and penitentiaries, a total estimated at 
$125,000,000. Estimate of thefts, due to high prices 
for smuggled dope, for the last 18 years, is $200,000,- 
000. Altogether, the country has sustained losses of 
$325,000,000, and has today more drug addicts by far 
than nations with less drastic laws. 

In 1917, the Whiteney Committee of New York 
reported to the Governor as follows: “Your commit- 
tee believes it to be one of the first duties of the 
State to establish a supply of narcotic drugs to which 


‘the confirmed addict shali have access ... It has 


been exclusively established to our satisfaction that 
drug addiction, however acquired, is not of itself a 
vice but rather a disease, and one which affects hon- 
est and intelligent people in all walks of life. When 
the drug is not furnished, the victims suffer the most 
horrible and excruciating pain, from which they can 
obtain no relief except from a supply of the drug in 
accustomed quantity or a substituted medical treat- 
ment most intelligently and scientifically adminis- 
tered.” The committee further said that any member 
of the medical profession who refuses to prescribe 
narcotic drugs to the honest addict is not living up 
to the high standards of his profession. 

We, therefore, contend that repeal of the Harrison 
law and establishment of a license system would au- 
tomatically kill the illicit drug traffic; it would in- 
sure the necessary doses to confirmed addicts, thus 
removing the’ incentive to crime; it would abolish 
the proselyting activities of the peddler; it would 
save the Goverfiment and private business millions of 
dollars; it would substitute sanity and realism for a 
law that has its roots in ignorance and hypocrisy. 
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RELIGIOUS LIBERTY FOR THE INDIAN. 

It has taken many’ decades for our Government to 
realize that the religious liberty granted by the Con- 
stitution applies also to the original inhabitants of 
our country, but enlightenment at last has come. 
John Collier, the New Deal Indian Commissioner, 
has issued an order forbidding any interference in 
this people’s religious life. Further, having learned 


is permitted, Mr. Collier’s order also embraces the 
preservation of their cultute. His statement is a 
fine pronouncement of American tolerance that 
hitherto, to our disgrace, has not;extended to the 
Indians, who have been the victims of exploitation, 
persecution and misguided efforts to “civilize” them 
throughout the country’s history. An outstanding 
part of the order follows: — * 
No interference with Indian religious life or 
ceremonial expression will hereafter be tolerated. 
The cultural liberty of Indians is in all respects 
to be considered equal to that of any non-Indian 
group. And it is desirable that Indians. be bi- 
lingual—fluent and literate in the English lan- 
guage and fluent in their vital, beautiful and 
efficient native languages. The Indian arts and 
crafts are to be prized, nourished and honored. ~ 
The merit of Mr. Roosevelt’s appointment to this 
office of a man who has spent many years of his 
life in improving. conditions among the Indians is 
clearly demonstrated.

Some of the most intelligent criticisms of the re- 
covery program, which both Mr. Roosevelt and Gen. 
Johnson have frequently called for, have been printed 
in the columns of the Nation. The current issue of 
this weekly contains an illuminating article, filled 
with clusters of facts and figures, entitled “The 
NRA’S Fever Chart.” From its statistics, the Na- 
tion finds that the Government has provided the, 
lion’s share of re-employment; that business gained 
about 10 fer cent in 1933; that the construction in- 
dustry, largely through the stimulus of PWA, in- 
creased 440 per cent in the last eight months of the 
year; that the farmers’ position is much improved, 
but not yet so good as had been hoped. , 

As to the cost of living, the figures contradict the 
current idea that there has been an enormous in- 
crease. Federal figures, covering representative 
items in 82 cities, show a gain of only 5.2 per cent 
between June and December, 1933. Figures on wages 
and hous by the American Federation of Labor are 
quoted, showing that wage increases, on the whole, 
have not kept up with living costs, with this con- 
clusion: “Millions who got jobs during the year are 
better off, but those who had jobs at more than a 
minimum wage have lost ground.”

The act, which was passed last 
spring, lays down a set of rules to govern 
the issue and sale of securities, Almost no 
securities were being issued when the act 
was passed, very few were issued for two 
years before it was passed, almost none 
since it was passed. The dispute, there- 
fore, is about what would happen: and 
might happen if and when economic condi- 
tions are otherwise favorable to the issue 
Obviously, the act of 
1933 cannot be blamed for the closing of 
the capital market in 1932. How much it 
can be blamed for the failure of the capital 
market to reopen in 1933 is not susceptible

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PHILOSOPHER ATTACKS 


Prof. Joad, Before Junior 
League, Says It Undermines 
Faith and Morals. 


No wonder psycho-analysis has 
been so popular, Cyril E. M. Joad 
told the Junior League yesterduy— 
no wonder, when it holds up that 
dramatic conception of oneself as 
a molten sea of lava held in check 
only by an iron self-restraint. 

Prof. Joad, who heads the depart- 
ment of philosophy and psyc=.clogy 
in Birkbeck College, University of 
London, and has written many 
books, recently a “Guide to Modern 
Thought,” stipulated that he did not 
want to cast any doubt on psycho- 
analysis as a method of treatment. 

But he did want to examin: its 
effects as a theory of human nature, 
and one so popular that, “For a few 
years, in England at least, anyone 
in a temper was likely to demund 
that we indulge it as a ‘comp’ex’ 
which must be expressed to be re- 
solved, and young men urged the 
girls of their desires to cast off, 
their ‘repressions’. ” 

Tracing many of the slogans 
of the age—“self-expression” xnd 
all the lot like it—to roots in Freu- 
dian theory in a scholarly but rarely 

mn analysis, he got down to 
cases in a moment’s chat with a 
reporter afterwards, 

“IT don’t mind young people doing 
the things they will do,” he said. 
“Perhaps it’s natural. Perhaps they 
enjoy it. But what I don’t like, is 
the idea of doing it on principle.” 

Human Mind Like a Fiat. 

In the view of the psycho- 
analysts, he told the League audi- 
ence, the human mind wag like a 
flat, with only one floor above 
ground. On the top floor lived a 
small and respectable family, very 
genteel, very desirous of their 
neighbors’ esteem. In the  base- 
ment lived a much larger family, 
“brawling, sprawling, noisy, ~ dirty, 
savage, primitive,” and constantly 
trying to mix with their betters on 
the top floor. 

The family upstairs regarded this 
attempted invasion with the _ ut- 
most horror, and so they posted a 
guarée on the stairway—the Freud- 
ian “censor.” Sometimes, in his 
attempt to thrust the bawdy resi- 
dents of the subconscious back into 
the basement, the stairway police- 
man might be wholly’ successful. 
Then the frustrated invader sulked, 
became diseased in lack of light 
and air, and so infected the whole 
flat. 

Or the censor, forced to let the 
basement dweller pass, might first 
“give him a clean collar, blow his 
nose and wash his face.” That was 
called sublimation. By that proc- 
ess, theoretically, a basement im- 
pulse to elope with a neighbor's 
wife might appear in the upstairs 
drawing room as an innocent aver- 
sion to pickles. 

Uncensored Dreams. 

Or the censor might fall asleep, 

and then the unwashed brats from 
downstairs would romp gleefully all 
over the place. This happened in 
dreams. But, as the dreamer awoke, 
so did the policeman, and at once 
began cleaning up, hustling the 
children into Little Lord Faunleroy 
suits, and so, the psycho-analysts 
held, one’s memory of dreams was 
nothing like the dreams them- 
selves. | 
Freud differed from Adler, Prof. 
Joad explained, in the conception 
of the mainspring of human nature. 
Freud thought it ~was sex. Adler 
took it to be the attempt to com- 
pensate for early sense of weakness 
or inferiority, so that a child who 
felt himself a physical weakling 
might become a heavyweight cham- 
pion, or another oppressed with ti- 
midity might turn into a Hitler or 
a Mussolini.

All alike arose from 
depths beyond control, and there- 
fore beyond praise or blame.

TO BE PRESERVED AS SHRINE 


Short Story Writer Lived in House 
at Austin Shortly Before 
1900. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 6.—The cot- 
tage in Austin to which Sidney Por- 
ter (O. Henry) brought his bride 
will be presented as a shrine for fu- 

ture generations of admirers. 

The former home of the short 
story writer, a frame dwelling with 
many-paned, shuttered windows, a 
tiny front porch and a picket fence 
around it, will be moved to Old 
Brush Park, near the section of the 
city where Porter later lived. Many 
pioneers of that vicinity were per- 
sonally acquainted with the author. 

The City Council, after a commit- 
tee of women representing patri- 
otic organizations promised to see 
that the house was improved and 
maintained, passed a motion aw 
thorizing the plan. City Manager 
Guiton Morgan announced he 
would seek CWA labor for the 
work, with the city supplying need- 
ed equipment. 

The history of the cottage is 
somewhat obscure, but it is believed 
to date back some 60 years.

INGWORM betwéen the toes 
may prove to be a very annoy- 
ing condition. 

Small vesicles—that is, minute 
blister-like swellings in the skin— 
form and, in time, break. Then 
the surface underneath becomes 
raw, red and angry. The itehing 
may be intense, causing the suf- 
ferer to rub and scratch, which ac- 
tion, of course, only aggravates the 
condition. 

The vesicles may be the direct 
effect of the parasite growing in 
the skin’ of the toes, or they may 
be remote results of ringworm 
parasites growing elsewhere.

After all, we remember, the wisest 
heads are not the ones that rattle 
the loudest in talk. 


Also, we are sure that people are
